Have Displaced Ancient Methods »» 


the- Mahogany Fields Are Be- 


coming Depleted. 


Tractors are being used in Increas- 


ing numbers In tlie mahogany Industry 
In British Honduras, according to a 
report to the Deparlineni of Commerce 
from" Consul Eiriy, Uell'/e. Kor over 
200 years there has been ii more or 
less successful exploitation of the ina- 
liognny and cedar forests by. means 
of primitive although cipens.lve meth- 
ods, but \vltli the depletion of'easily 
accessible timber more modern meth- 
ods of logging ore required for profit- 
able exploitation. 


The result lias been an Increase .In 


the use of tractors for hauling logs. 
Tlie largest mahogany contractor in 
British Honduras lias Invested nearly 
5100,000 In tractors manufactured In 
the Unlleil Slates during the present 
mahogany season. With the use of 
about severity tractors this operator 
expects to get ,out about 6,000,000 feet 
board measure'. Several other compa- 
nies are also using tractors. It'Is es- 
timated that, about seventy-five trac- 
tors have be'en Imported In the past 
twelve months for hauling logs.
